SERGEANT NORMAN JACKSON, R.A.F.V.R. was Flight Engineer 
in a Lancaster bomber set ablaze by a FW 190 over Germany on 
April 26th 1944. Sergeant Jackson, although wounded, climbed out 
onto the wing with an extinguisher to try and douse the flames. 
The Lancaster was flying at 200 m.p.h. at 20,000ft. and was again 
attacked by the Focke Wulf. Sergeant Jackson's parachute, partly 
inflated, caught fire and he was swept off the wing, miraculously to 
survive in a POW camp and later receive his Victoria Cross. 
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
